ONE KILLED. EIGHT INJURED. 


Canaan Railroad Wreck Originated In 
Office of Train Dispatcher at 
Concord; 


Passenger and Freight Trains Collide tta 
Alabama—Pullman Car Wrecked. 


Manchester, N. H.. Oct. 11.—The fatal 
mistake as a result of which 2« lives 
were lost and 10 persons were seriously 
injured In a he»d on oollsion between 
a freight and passenger train on the 
Boston A Maine railroad at Canaan, N. 
H.. on September 15th. originated In tho 
office of trfe train dispatcher at Con¬ 
cord. according to a report of the state 
board of railroad commissioners, made 
public to-day. 

Investigations by railroad officials dis¬ 
closed the fact that the error lay be¬ 
tween James A. Brownley, train dis¬ 
patcher at Concord, and John 8. Gree¬ 
ley. telegraph ooerator at Oanaan. The 
report exonerates Greeley from blame. 
No recommendation la mode with refer¬ 
ence to train dispatcher. ‘

Mr. Carlisle, who has a desk room in 
the Ollphant office, went to Europe a 
few months ago. Before leaving he had 
been negotiating the sale of a farm 
which he owned. Mr. Carlisle told 
Brower If a sale was made to turn, over 
the sum received to Mr. Ollphant. The 
farm waa sold and Brower received In 
payment a cheque for $2,750. 

A few days ago Mr. Carlisle on his re¬ 
turn from abroAd, learned by accident 
that the farm had been sold, and that 
the cheque had been turned over to the 
manager. Brower, it Is claimed, cashed 
the cheque and kept the proceeds. 

When confronted with the cancelled 
cheque Brower broke down and confess¬ 
ed. He said he had spent the moAey. On 
looking Into Brower’s dealings with the 
Arm. many Irregularities, It Is stated', 
were found. 

James H. Ollphant said that the firm's 
losses might reach $100,000. Brower was 
releAsedsIn $30,000 ball. Brower Is said 
lo have speculated heavily In the mar¬ 
ket and the slump wiped away his In¬ 
vestments.

Tins and 
cans of all sixes and descriptions, re¬ 
fuse and garbage from the houses, 
he had visited he had found them in a 
were lying scattered about. To make 
the back lanes of the clty.'hnd In all 
the hack lliffR of the town the dump¬ 
ing ground of all kinds of household 
rubbish constituted a serious menace 
to the town's health. With the win¬ 
ter weather approaching a serious epi¬ 
demic might be apprehended and he 
ad v ised the, vouncil to have the matter 
immediately remedied. 

He suggested that every householder 
be told to provide a barrel or box Into 
which alt empty cans and refuse mat¬ 
ter could be dumped. A garbage wagon 
should be engaged by the city to con¬ 
vey the garbage thus collected to the 
city dumping ground. Only by such 
means as this could the city guard 
against the possibility of a serious out¬ 
break of typhoid or even smallpox. 

After discussion Jt was agreed to 
adopt the suggestion and the sanitary 
officer was instructed to see that every 
householder provide himself with a 
garbage receptacle. 

Shingle Mill Ejgpands. 

The Ladysmith Lumber Company 
has obtained another water lot ad¬ 
joining Its property on the foreshore.

THE VENERABLE EMPEROR OF 
AUSTRIA. 


We are not going to offer our opinion 
against the Judgment of business men 
of .standing and experience In refer¬ 
ence to this matter of responsibility of 
the banks for the condition of affairs 
said to be prevailing on the prairies and 
in other parts of Canada. But we shall 
call attention to the following article, 
copied from the Montreal Shareholder, 
one of the safest and most conservative 
of monetary Journals published In Can- 


The venerable Emperor of Austria Is 
upon his deathbed. During his long 
reign the burden of empire has weighed 
heavily upon his shoulders. Probably 
more vividly than any other of his con¬ 
temporary ruers has he realized the 
truth of the apothegt* about the na¬ 
ture of the repose which falls upon the 
head that wears a crown. Austria ex¬ 
perienced troublous times Indeed during 
the early period of Francis Joseph’s 
reign. She practically encountered all 
the great nations of Europe In war, and 
In almost every instance was she 
worsted. She had controversies with 
France. Italy, Turkey. Denmark and 
Prussia, to say nothing of internal 
troubles. The victorious arimes of 
Prussia filled the Emperor’s cup of 
humiliation to the brim at the battle of 
Sadowa, Austria being compelled not 
only to pay a large indemnity but to 
recognize a completely new formation 
bf the German Confederation. The re¬ 
adjustment of the wrap of Europe con¬ 
sequent upon the settlement of terms of 
peace practically exists to the present 
day, If we except the acquisition of the 
provinces df Alsace and Lorraine by 
Germany as a result of the Franco- 
German war. Relieved of the hurden of 
foreign problems, Emperor Francis 
Joseph undertook the dlfflqffit task of 
restoring tranquility within his own do¬ 
minions. He has labored unceasingly 
'towards the accomplishment of this end 
for a great many years. Constitutional 
government, at first of a limited char¬ 
acter, but gradually broadening in 
scope, has been granted his subjects. So 
many races are represented within the 
boundaries of Austria proper and of 
Hungary that the nature of the Emper¬ 
or’s task and the responsibllty of his 
advisers cannot properly be appreciated 
by nations of homogeneous character. 
Writers who assume to speak with 
authority claim that Francis Joseph is 
the only ruler whose Influence Is great 
•Hough to maintain the integrity of the 
empire. They say Ills Majesty the 
Kaiser has ambitions of his own In con¬ 
nection with the future of some of the 
provinces whose pbbple are of German 
extraction or origin. That the oppor¬ 
tunity for which he has long waited In 
vain will have eome with the dissolu¬ 
tion of his brother sovereign. Be that 
aa It may. It is quite apparent that any 
Attempt at a readjustment of the pres¬ 
ent equilibrium of Europe’ would be a 
very delicate task even fur the hands of 
auch a powerful potentate as the Em-

In the anti-Asiatic immigration affair 
Canadians have come Into direct and 
somewhat painful conlactyvlth a vital 
international Issue—Just such An Issue 
as has again and again brought costly 
and prolonged wars to other countries. 
Why are Canadians In the mass com¬ 
paratively unmoved? The Montreal 
Star answers the questionjj^ius:

Drowned from hls boat while trying 
to roach his son-in-law • place down the 
North Arm seems to have been the sad 
fate of Henry Hendricks, a well known 
fisherman around, New Westminster, 
who left his home below Lulu Island 
bridge last Monday night. 

Carl J. Heilman, Hendrick's son-ln- 
law. who arrived In New Westminster 
on Thursday, tells the tale as follows: 
Hls father-in-law, who has been liv¬ 
ing alone In a shack below the Lulu 
Island bridge, had consented to move 
down near Heilman’s place, and Mon¬ 
day night packed his belongings In hla 
boat, and notwithstanding the foggy 
evening, started down the river. Not 
arriving when expected, the son-in-law 
began to get uneasy, and started up the 
river to Investigate, when he was horri¬ 
fied by coming suddenly upon th|e old 
man’s boat caught In a snag along the 
river bank, half full of water, the oars 
gone, and a little dog mournfully seat¬ 
ed upon the pile of fish net. the sok oc- 
cupanL of the derelict craft. 

Realizing that something serious had 
happened, Heilman secured the boat 
and hurried to town, and proceeded to 
institute a search along the waterfront, 
with the result that In spite of hls many 
inquiries, no trace could be discovered 
of the missing man's movements after 
Monday night, at which time he had 
spoken to some persons, announcing hls 
intention to leave the North Arm that 
evening. All who saw the old man 
Monday night state that he was per¬ 
fectly sober. According to Heilman. 
Hendricks leaves a wife and family In 
Finland, though he has been .separated 
from them many years.

Jaanlch. He was brought up before 
Cedrge Sangster. J. P., and fined the 
neat little sum of $25 as a wanting to 
confine his attention Irt the future tb 
the bird with the "more gorgeoup plurtf- 
age. There was another Victoria lad 
with him. and an effort was made to 
escape the penalty by stating that a 
tftVfcy g»>t up and a cqpk and hen were 
both killed by the skftie IfflDl. The 
names of the offenders are withheld 
‘ because doubtless it was the thought¬ 
less act of a couple of boys, but R will 
be a warning to those who are in the 
habit of defying the law. Both the 
deputy wardens and the provincial con¬ 
stables are particularly active this sea¬ 
son In trying to prevent law-breaking, 
and it is a dangerous matter to shoot 
game that Is being protected. 

UulpHts are not always caught, for 
last woek a man was seen shooting a 
hen pheasant within the city limits. 
The bird w’as flying toward# the Beacon 
Hill park when it was brought down. 
The pheasants that congregate in the 
deer par k in the sunny winter days and 
during the early spring are one of the 
attractions of the place, and the man 
who kills them should be punished, 
•specially the man whir kills a' hen. 

Iq Washington State. 

In the state of Washington the fines 
for killing protected game are much 
higher than in British Columbia. They 
have lit Seattle a very clever and per¬ 
severing warden who has secured a 
number of convictions. One of his lat¬ 
est aiul cleverest bits of work Is re¬ 
corded in a Seattle paper this week In 
the following words: 

"Rief has long suapet-ted the Olympus 
Cafe of serving prohibited game/ Last 
night he took a friend with him and 
dropped into the cafe for a quiet dinner. 
Of course he was not known In his 
official capacity to the managemept or 
wa Iters. 

‘‘Being shown to 9 table, Rief and his 
guest. Walter Eyres, cast a languid 
flange over the menu and then asked 
the waiter If theta were not something 
special for a flair of Jaded appetites. 

"In a confidential whisper the waiter 
Informed him there was some fine Chi* 
nese pheasant Just in that cofild be had 
for a piodest sum. An order was at 
once given for two of the birds, with 
the admonition that- they be fried In 
fresh butter and served piping hot. 

Birds Tasted Good. 

"Eyres, who was not wise to Rief's 
game, waited impatiently untilthe 
birds arrived, and then proceeded to 
discuss his portion of the feast with 
great gusto. Rief asknowledges that 
he did not allow his intention to later 
on pinch every one around the place to 
interfere with his enjoyment of the 
meal. The waiter hovered obsequious¬ 
ly near in anticipation of a liberal tip 
from the man who ordered pheasants 
with such reckless prodigality. 

"When the repast had been finished 
and the waiter had presented and been 
paid a check for $4.80, Rief entered into 
a discussion with the attendant as to 
the authenticity of the alleged ’pheas¬ 
ant,* intimating that the cafe had been 
guilty of palming off the common or 
garden spring chicken as rare game. 

"Feeling hurt at this Insinuation, the 
waiter hurriedly summoned F. W. 
Erby. the steward, who added his as¬ 
sertion that the guests had been served 
with the real thing.. Rief still refused 
to be convinced. The steward then de¬ 
clared that he could taktf him out In 
the kitchen and show him the feathers 
that had been removed from the birds. 

Had to Be Shown. 

'I’m from Missouri and you’ll have 
to show me,’ said Rief. 

" ’You come along, young man,’ said 
the steward, ’and I’ll show you that we 
don't play any bunco game here.’ 

"80 out to the kitchen the quartett 
proceeded and Erby proceeded to tri¬ 
umphantly and dramatically lay before 
Rief and Eyres the former decorations 
of their dinner. He then looked up for 
the apology that should corns from one 
genet leman tb another under such cir¬ 
cumstances.

Will Cost $7,600,000.
